*<Kease don’t shoot at birds on 
telephone lines,” is the plea of 
C . 
C. 
Bradshaw, 
manager 
of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany. who says 
that 
each year 
thousands of telephone wires are 
broken by stray shots during the 
hunting season. Dove season opens 
Sept. I. 
"Birds can 
fly 
away,” Brad­ 
shaw said, "but telephone wires 
just have to sit there and take 
et. 
I t’s 
not 
that 
the hunters 
deibeiately try to hit the wires, 
anu I don’t think sportmen would 
shoot iii a sitting bird on a wire, 
b u t I guess thev just don’t realize 
that a hasty 
shot 
might cause 
serious damage to teleph ne lines 
and disrupt 
long 
distance serv­ 
ice.” 
Explaining the yearly dilemma, 
Bradshaw pointed out 
that each 
hunting season money, mar.-hours.

with the skunk in thinking, 
but 
she outdoes me now. 
This door 
was pushed or lifted back into it’s 
closed position. How Mi* 
Skunk 
did 
this I will 
probably never 
know. 
Anoth er thing. 
The hook 
w a s n ’t faste ned back in position 
— why didn’t she finish up by 
latching the door so that I would 
know she didn’t get out of the 
cage! Then all 
evidence would 
show that she disappeared simply 
by eatin g 
herself from 
util to 
nose! 
Of course, I can realize why 
she left after having lived here 
for three months. It wasn't that 
she didnt enjoy eating the birds, 
rabbits, 
lizzards 
crickets, etc., 
that were furnished her for free. 
Nor wa* it boresome for her to 
play with my children who petted 
and pampered her into following 
them all over 
the yard. I don’t 
even think she left because of the 
warm baths she got once a week. 
Really, I think she didn’t want 
her folks to find out that she was 
associating with me! 
Now if I could just picture any­ 
one who would stoop low enough 
to steal a skunk I could go on 
believing that animals are dumb. 
Bot at present, all I can say is, 
"Stinker, old girl, you are very, 
very smart.” 
My children think that she will 
be smart enough to put herself 
back in the cage so they can spoil 
her with such delicacies as cric­ 
ket*, liver and ice cream.

DEER TAG 
TEST RESUMED 


Further studies to determine 
the best deer tag for Texas big 
game hunters will be made this 
fall, according to the Executive 
Secretary o f the Game, Fish k 
Oyster Commisson. 
The tag system was adopted by 
the Legislature as a conservation 
measure since it is designed to 
restrict each hunter to two ant­ 
lered deer in one ueason. Enforce­ 
ment of t!his bag limit was dif- 
cult under the old law. 
The 1949 Act stipulated that 
deer, when shot, must be tagged 
with a number and data showing 
the successful hunter’s name, date 
and place the game was bagged, 
all corresponding with the name 
and data on the hunter’s licence. 
Tags, presumably metal, were 
pn .scribed by the new law , but 
such self-destructible 
tags were 
found inadequate to contain the 
required data, Last fall two small 
detachable stubs were connected 
by a perforated link to the main 
license. Holes in the ends of the 
«tubs were intended to facilitate 
tying on the tag. 
Hunters 
complained that 
th.* 
paper markers came off in tra n s­ 
it, particularly if they got wet, 
and 
that 
the eyes in the tags 
pulled out. Meanwhile, the game 
departm ent studied systems used 
elsewhere. States using the m etal 
tags 
reported 
difficulty in in­ 
separably connecting the gadget.- 
with the paper licenses, and that 
license 
distributors 
ha i 
d if­ 
ficulty locating the metal m arkers 
with 
numbers 
corresponding to 
the main licence 
The Executive Secretary 
said 
the 
new 
paper stubs are to be 
used without eyes for string. He 
-uggested the 1950 hunters may 
find 
a minimum 
of trouble by 
placing the tags around deer horns 
at the base and sealing them on 
with Scotch tape. Thus, when the 
game warden checks the hunters 
bag , he 
will unroll the tag, in ­ 
spect it and then seal it back on 
with the original tape.

the road through their town, then 
the eounty-seat of Medina County. 
Unable to mulct the people out 
of the sum they demanded, the 
promoters diverted the road sev­ 
eral miles 
out of 
its .straight 
course to circle the town at such 
a distance as to evade the law 
at that time requiring that rail­ 
roads being constructed within a 
certain distance of a county seat

WASHINGTON — Because the 
new Social 
Security legislation 
directly 
affects 
many 
of the 
citizens of our district, my letter 
this week is devoted 
to a brief 
summary of 
some 
of 
its new 
aspects. 
This new legislation adds about 
10.000,000 persons to the 35 mil­ 
lion covered by the Social Security 
law up to now. For the first time. 
the self employed come under its 
benefits, excepting some specified 
groups such as doctors ami law­ 
yers. Benefits are 
increased, as 
well Rvi coverage 
I n c r e a s e s will 
average 
about 
77 '•„» per cent. 
Some of the low benefit groups 
will ber* fit IOO per cent. 


MAJOR CHANCELS 
Here, in brief summary, are the 
major changes; 
1. More coverage: About ten 
million more persons will com. 
tinder Social Security, mostly the 
self -employed, farm workers, and 
household workers. 
2. Higher 
benefits: First, for 
those getting 
benefit pay, who 
will get roughly 7 7 ’v 
per cent 
more, beginning vMtn checks to 
be mailed out October 3. Second, 
for “ new starts,” who retire after 
June .'{ti, 1952. Their benefits will 
average double the present pay­ 
ments 
3 Easier eligibility: It will take 
leu years, generally, to come un­ 
der Social 
Security. 
Survivors 
and depen ients will also be able 
to earn $50 in covered employ­ 
ment without losing benefits, in­ 
stead of the present $15 limit. 
A N A L Y S IS OF SY ST E M 
The Congress debated this new 
legislation thoroughly. 
Extensive 
hearings wore held by both the 
House and the Senate during the 
greater portion of this Congress. 
In floor debate, 
members of 
Congress brought out these salient 
points which are included here so 
that the full 
import of the bill 
might be explained. 
So, in more detail, here is the 
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picture: Small business people the 
grocer and 
the 
service station 
proprietor and 
others, 
will be 
covered, but not lawyers, dentists, 
doctors, 
accountants, 
engineers, 
or architects, 
In figuring benefits, a self em­ 
ployed person will simply tran s­ 
fer information from his regular 
income tax 
return 
to a simple 
added form. His tax contribution 
will be one halt more than the 
wage earner's, meaning th at if the 
worker puts in I 
per cent of 
his w ag es (and his employer does 
the same), the self-employed per­ 
son put< in ‘J 1* per cent, 


D O M ESTIC H E L P 
One million persons who work 
in homes (not farm homes) be­ 
come the 
second 
largest group 
covered. Those working in farm 
homes are also covered, 
as a g ­ 
ricultural 
workers. A domestic 
worker who works for one em­ 
ployer at least 24 days in each 
quarter year, and gets ea^h wages 
of at least $50, is covered. For 
example, a maid working two days 
a w»*ek would benefit, but not if 
working only one day per week. 
The third large group includes 
agricultural workers, those work­ 
ing regularly on farms and also 
those processing any 
farm pro­ 
ducts off the 
farm. This means 
those working for poultry hatch­ 
ers. irrigation projects, and com­ 
mercial 
handlers of 
fruits and 
vegetables. 
It also includes em ­ 
ployees of farmer co-operatives. 
To 
qualify as 
regularly em ­ 
ployed a farm worker must work 
steadily for 
one 
employer for 
three 
months 
before 
coverage 
starts, then continue to work for 
that employer for 60 full days and 
receive cash wages of at least $56 
for each quarter-year.

Headlines still legible indicate 
they were printed about the close 
of the Japanese-Russian. War, and 
since that war ended by a treaty 
of peace, signed at Portsmouth,

and ratified by the Emperors of 
Russia and Japan and made public 
October 16, 
1905, 
some eight 
years after the death of Judge 
Paul, they had evidently been pre­

FitzSinmn him ­ 
self. 
Indicative of 
the contents of 
the ancient sheet 
is this three- 
story, front page head-line over 
a Tokyo, June 4, elate line: 
Flowers Sent Rojestvensky by 
Yamamato. 
“ Japanese Minister 
of 
Navy 
writes letter 
to 
Russia 
Vice- 
Admiral. 
“ Expresses 
Respect 
for 
His 
Prisoner. 
The Russians had been defeated 
by the Japs 
at 
the battle of 
Vladivoatock, many Russians were 
their prisoners and the .laps were 
evidently feeling quite generous. 
Judge for yourself 
from the 
dispatch: 
“ Admiral 
Yamamato, 
Minister 
of the Navy, h a s dispatched flow­ 
ers for the room of Vice Admiral 
Rojetvensky. Accompanying the 
flowers was a letter to the wound­ 
ed Russian officer, saying: 
“ I beg to express my respects 
for you in discharging your d u tj 
like a soldier and 
fighting des­ 
perately for 
the 
sake of your 
fatherland. I cannot refrain from 
sympathizing with 
you in your 
wounded condition and hope the 
accommodations of our hospitals 
and ability of our naval surgeons 
will ease 
your 
sufferings and 
speedily restore your health.’ 
“ Admiral Yamamoto also sent
